Some of Entombed Men

of Craft Flooded. 


Rome, Aug. 7.—@)—The Italian 
submarine F-14 with its crew of 31 
dead from poisonous gases was brought 
to the surface of the Adriatic tonight 
in which it had sunk after a collision 
34 hours before. 

The weary salvagers, who had per- 
formed almost a naval miracle in re- 
trieving the submersible from a depth 
of 131 feet, peered hopefully into the 
opened hatches only to find they were 
gazing into the tomb of their com- 


rades, 
Signals Cease. 

They had been forewarned of the 
tragedy when during the afternoon the 
submarine telegraph signals from the 
stricken craft had suddenly ceased. 

They continued to drive at their 
task, -however, in the hope that the 


ominous silence meant simply that the 
crew had withdrawn to a safer part 
of the submarine, or at worst, that 
they were simply. weakened by the dif- 
ficulty of breathing in the fouled air. 
The revelation that all were dead came 
as a shock. 

At least a few of the crew were be- 
lieved to have escaped the torture of 
the helpless wait at the bottom of 
the sea for rescue for the stern com- 
partment of the F-14 was _ flooded 
when the sharp bow of the destroyer 
Giuseppe Missori rode over the emerg- 
ing craft. 

Two Officers Die. 

Captain Weil and, Commander Fa- 
sulo were the officers who died in 
the submarine. Normally craft of the 
size of the F-14 would carry 25 men 
but there were several apprentice mo- 
torists on board during the battle ma- 
neuvers in which the fleet was en- 
gaged.

Governor Roasts Admin- 
istration and Demands 
Complete Reorganiza- 
tion of Department. 


ASSERTS “MACHINE” 
IS BACKING RIVERS 


Change From County 
Unit to State Unit Sys- 
tem Necessary for Prog- 
ress, Executive Says. 


Charging that the state highway 
department has “wasted” its funds 
through the construction of “crazy- 
quilt” roads, has brought adverse ad- 
vertisement to the state of Georgia 
throughout the union, and that it has 
utterly failed in giving the state a 
through system of highways, Governor 
L. G. Hardman issued a statement 
Tuesday declaring that he will favor 
the submission of a bond issue to the 
people provided the present highway 
department “is reorganized and road 
construction and road maintenance 
are placed on a sound business basis 
under the supervision of expert road 
builders and business men in whom 
the people have confidence.” 

Governor Hardman takes the posi- 
tion that under the present system 
the state will never have any through- 
state highways, as many counties in 
the state have reached the limit of 
their power to help. He is in favor 
of a state unit rather than a county 
unit system. 

“First of all, the highway depart- 
ment and the political machine it has 
built up through its army of em- 
ployees and maintenance men and 
which is being engineered by its chief 
for the purpose of keeping business 
out of government must be thrown 
upon the scrap heap,” the governor 
said. 

In his statement the governor 
charges that this “machine” is sup- 
porting State Senator E. D. Rivers in 
his race for governor in opposition to 
Governor Hardman.

Albany, N. Y., August 7.—(UP)— 
Demanding proof of the charge and 
the right to reply, Governor Smith 
today took Rev. Dr. John Roach 
Straton to task for the reported decla-

The text of the governor's letter 
was: | 

“Dear Dr. Straton: 

“The New York Times of Monday, 
August 6, quotes you as saying from 
the pulpit of your church that as a 
public man I am the deadliest foe 
in America today of .the forces of 
moral progress-ard true political wis- 
dom, ° 

“IT do not know why you should 
make a statement of that kind, but 
I do know that I never vill permit 
it to go unchallenged. I have spent 
25 years in the service of the state 
in elective office and the record of 
that service is open to the public. I 
do not feel that I should charge you 
with making this statement for any 
political purpose, as it was made in 
a church devoted to the teachings of 
Christ, one of which was “Thou shalt 
not bear faise witness against thy 
neighbor.’

“TI therefore ask you, in a spirit of 
American fair play, to invite me to 
your church at any time that suits 
your convenience during the week in- 
Clusive of and beginning September 
2 and I ask you to make the same 
statement in my presence with such 
proof of its truth as you may be 
able to advance. I further ask that 
you permit me to make full reply. 
In order that you may not be em- 
barrassed I will permit you, if you 
choose, to conduct the meeting by 
question and answer. I will be ready 
to answer any question you may put 
to me which, in your opinion, will in 
any degree tend to justify your re- 
marks, 

“For eight years I have been the 
governor of the state of which you 
are a resident, and I am firmly con- 
vinced that you owe it to me to give 
me an opportunity to be heard be- 
fore your own congregation on the 
statement that you made about my 
political career.

New York, August 7.—(United 
News.)—The highly respectable sub- 
urban neighborhood known as Sunny- 
side learned today that “innocent” 
neighborhood gossip may lead’ to 
tragedy. 

For as Mrs. Frances NKirkwood, 
comely matron of 32 years, sat in the 
distriet attorney's office and con- 
fessed she had murdered her husband 
by slashing him with a bread knife,

Mrs. Kirkwood, six years her hus- 
band’s senior, had just returned last 
Saturday from a three-week vacation 
at Lake Ronkonkoma. No sooner had 
she returned than neighborhood whis- 
pers reached her ears. In neighbor- 
hood stores, on the Street, even on 
her own doorstep, she heard reports 


that her husband had been conduct- 


ing himself in a manner unbecoming a 


met her husband at the kitchen door 
and struck out at him with the knife. 


‘She slashed him again and again and 


he fell to the floor screaming with 


pain. 

As he fell Mrs. Kirkwood realized 
what she had done and ran from the 
house, shouting for a doctor. 

“I’ve killed my husband,”’ she cried, 
running up to the next corner just 
at dawn. 

She met a policeman, who accom- 
panied her back to the house, at- 
tempted to relieve Dr. Kirkwood’s suf- 
fering, and summoned an ambulance. 
He died shortly after 8 a. m. 

Mrs. Kirkwood was taken to police 
headquarters and then to the district 
attorney's office, where she made her 
confession, blaming neighborhood gos- 


He had, in fact, been 
entertaining women guests in the 
Kirkwood home and the sounds of 
revelry had been heard on several oc- 
casions long after midnight. 


After listening to these reports for 
two full days Mrs. Kirkwood confront- 
ed her husband with the stories.

He soon became irritated and 
ceased to deny the gossip. Instead he 
assumed an attitude of ealm indif- 
ference. 


It was this indifference, Mrs. Kirk- 
wood told authorities, that incited her 
jealous rage, and so at 5 o'clock this 
morning, after a long night of heated 
argument, she slipped out of her bed, 
threw a dressing gown about her

today on a charge of homicide. A 
hearing was set for Friday.

Mrs. Kirkwood was nervous and 
paced her cell, smoking many ciga- 
rettes. Police said she would be denied 
use of cosmetics while in jail.

Southward 
the star of human achievement in ed- 
ucation, in religious advancezaent and 
in material prosperity takes its way. 

“The greatest resource of the south 
—greater than all its coal and iron 
and water power—is the inherited 
strength of character, manhood and 
womanhood, managerial ability and in- 
dustrial traits of southern people.

_ The lost city was discovered acci- 
dentally by a scientific expedition ex- 
ploring the town of Macchupiccho 
which was found 16 years ago by a 


sroup of Peruvian and American 
sci The present expedition was 
organized by the Cuzco authorities 
under the patronage of President Le- 


ar 

One of the explorers was in @ place 
called Intihuatana which was an Inca 
astronomical observatory. From one 
of the windows of the room he saw 
with a owed of binoculars on the top 
of Huainapiccho mountain the walls 
and platforms of another town, the 
existence of which was not known. It 
was thought probable that no white 
iman had ever set foot there since the 
mountain is surrounded by a —_? ra- 
vine and its sides appeared to be ex- 
tremely steep for scaling without care- 
ful preparations. 


Try to Reach City. 

Some of the explorers retuined to 
Cuzco while others remained at Mac- 
a o and they may try to reach 
the “newly-discovered town. 

This, they said, disappeared at the 
same time that the Inca empire was 
wrecked when the appearance of ihe 
Spanish conquerors fulfilling the 
prophesy of Inca priests that a day 
would come when white-bearded men 
riding four-footed monsters would con- 
quer the Sun empire. 

Macchupiccho was discovered 16 
years ago by Hiram Bingham, now’ 
United States senator from Connecti- 
eut, who was then exploring the Ol- 
Jantaytambo valley under the auspices 
of Yale university. He was searching 
for the ruins of the Choquequirado 
valace where the Inca ruler, Mango 

I, took refuge after a rebellion 
against the Spanish corquerors. 


Has Indian Name. 


Choquequirado has attracted the at- 
tention of many scientists and ex- 
plorers because of its Indian name 
which means golden cradle and be- 
cause it was thought that the last 
direct sniecessor of the Incas had hid- 
den his fabulous wealth there. While 
Mr, Bingham was climbing a steep 
hillside on the Urubamba canyon he 
unexpectedly discovered Macchupiccho 
which had been hidden by a dense 
Jungle for ‘centuries. 

he Cuzco authorities reported that 
atier opening new roads through the 
tropical jungle the Peruvian explor- 
ing party arrived at Macchupiccho. 
They found the town to be of the 
Megalithie period and one of the most 
wonderful examples of Inca grandeur 
in its eternal solitude among the

MARIETTA’S CROSSING TRAGEDY 

It is deplorable that two young 
men were killed in a grade crossing 
tragedy in the city limits of Ma- 
rietta. There is a law in Georgia 
requiring every automobile driver 
to come to a full stop at the ap- 
proach of a “dangerous” crossing 
and to slown down to a very nomi- 
nal speed at every crossing. The 
drivers are required, theréby, to 
“look and listen,” and not attempt 
crossing in advance of an approach- 
ing train. 

As long as grade crossings re- 
main, however, they will demand 
their daily toll of human lives. The 
sOlution is the abolition of such 
crossings. 

It can be done. Governor Alfred 
E. Smith never scored a greater tri- 
umph in constructive legislation to 
conserve human life than when he 
advocated and personally engineered 
through the New York assembly a 
$300,000,000 state bond issue 
which, matched by railroads, was 
applied to grade crossing elimina- 
tion. He spoke all over New York 
in its advocacy, as he did for his 
great highway and public school 
program. The people ratified the 
proposal with an overwhelming 
vote and the work has almost been 
completed. Tha consequence is 
that the great and populous state 
of New York has fewer traffic and 
crossing tragedies than some of the 
very small states in the east. 

There are ways to conserve life 
and limb and to enforce law. It 
takes a firmness in administration 
and a forcefulness in securing work- 
able, constructive legislation to 
do it.

He has 
some difficulty in explaining away 
the reluctance of Philate in signing 
the death warrant in this. connec 
tion. Still he places the full respon- 
ibility for the Golgotha tragedy upon 
the Romans, which is of some signi- 
ficance, because hitherto the Jews 
have universally been burdened with 
responsibility in Christian milieus.

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PITY THE WOES OF THE RAILROADS. 


Washington, August 7.—Occasion- 
ally there may be found some one who 
“loves a fat man,” but it is mighty 
seldom you will find anyone not on 
its payroll who pities the woes of a 
railroad corporation. 

Here in Washington we encounter 
suffering fellow citizens and classes of 
people who are pleading for relief— 
farm relief, injunction relief, mothers’ 
child-bearing relief—oh, 57 varieties 
of federal relief. But in all my 
attendances upon congressional com- 
mittees, interstate commerce commis- 
sion hearings, and other government 
functions, I have never seen any dele- 
gations of merchants, shippers, farm- 
ers, labor federationists, or commer- 
cial bodies, standing up. to beg or 
demand sympathetic consideration for 
the ills afflicting the railway corpora- 
tions and systems. ss 


They seem to be the pariahs of 
both the public and the politicians. 


So that you can get what I mean, 
let me refer to the latest monthly 
statement of the revenues and ex- 
penses of our own Central of Georgia 
railway system. P 

That system operates nearly 1,912 
miles of rails, mostly inside the state 
of Georgia, but with extensions into 
Alabama. A great many of our Geor- 


gia’ citizens and institutions hold in- 
vestments in the stocks and béhds of 
the system, the dividends and interest 
from which are important in their in- 
comes, 


For the month of June this. year 
the freight revenue of the system is 
$242,714 less than for June of last 
year, and the loss of such revenue 
for the first six months of this year, 
compared with the receipts of the like 
period of 1927 was $1,064,269. Evi- 
dently the normal patrons of the sys- 
tem were bringing in or shipping out 
less stuff, or using the public road 
trucks more freely than heretofore. 


The revenue from passengers was 
$51,006 less this June than June of 
last year, and for the first six months 
of this year was $332,620 less than 
for the like period of last year. The 
autos evidently are biting into the 
road's revenues more deeply as the 
days go by. 

Among other interesting items in 
the statement is the fact that the cor- 
poration paid this June $115,888 for 
taxes as against $115,050 for June, 
1927, and for the first half of this 
year paid $763,642 for taxes as 
against $728,721 in the first half of 
last year. The taxing powers seem to 
hit the railroads harder every year.:

STRIKES IN. 

In his interesting book, “Safari,” 
Martin Johnson, wild game cimematog- 
rapher, says that one day he asked 
his laboratory “boy” why he didn’t 
take a bath, say once in six months.

‘New Orleans Cotton Man Introduces 
New Movement to Secure Stability 


Protection to Farmer 


Speaking before the annual meet- 
ing of the southern commissioners of 
agriculture in Atlanta Monday, 8. 
Odenheimer, president of the Lane 
Cotton mills, of New Orleans, and 
head of the International Trade exhi- 
bition of that city, introduced a new 
movement to secure stability of the 
cotton market and pretection for the 
farmer. 

Mr. Odenheimer, who for years has 
been an advocate of the use of cotton 
bagging for baling cotton, and also 
for selling of cotton by net weight 
instead of by the gross, as is the 
prevalent custom, took as his topic 
“Cotton—the South’s Monopoly.” The 
southern states of the union have a 
world monopoly on cotton, he pointed 
out, but they do not use it to its 
fullest extent. 

The possessors of a monopoly 
should be allowed to set the price on 
their product, but the southern farm- 
ers are in the hands of the eastern 
cotton brokers, Mr. Odenheimer stat- 
ed. “Cotton is auctioned, not sold,”’ 
he said, “and the farmer is forced to 
yield to the demands of the buyer.” 
In any other business, the seller sets 
the price, not the buyer. 

Odenheimer’s Plan. 

Mr. Odenheimer suggested a plan 
whereby the farmer would be guar- 
anteed a stable price for his product, 
and would not be forced to submit to 
whimsical market fluctuations. His 
article on the cotton situation, which 
is to be printed and distributed to 
farmers throughout the cotton states, 
is as follows: 

“The south preeminently is devot- 
ed to agriculture. Anything which 
promotes agriculture benefits the

The cotton grower 
has no price for his cotton—he sells 
it to the highest bidder. 

“While demand and supply regu- 
late the prices of all commodities, it 
very seldom functions for cotton. 

“The speculator forces cotton up or 
down, depending on the majority be- 
ing bulls (buyers) or bears (sellers), 
or the price fluctuates to suit the 
manipulator’s purpose. 

“While the speculator sometimes 
may be influenced by the size of the 
crop, by weather and other conditions, 
and by the consumption of cotton, 
many instances are on record when, 
wkithout any apparent cause, violent 
fluctuations shook the market. 

“For instance, a striking @.ample of 
cotton this year: 

“Cotton fluctuated 5e a pound be- 
tween February and the end of April. 
Why the Fluctuation? 

“On January 1 it is known how 
much cotton is left over from the last 
crop, and no one living has, or can 
have any idea of the size of the com- 
| ing crop. 

“Hence, as only supply and demand 

should regulate the price of cotton, 
there should be no fluctuation during 
this time. 
_ “Why, then, this 5e fluctuation dur- 
ing a period of time when demand 
and supply was known, and nothing 
of any consequence happened to in- 
fluence the price of cotton? 

“The south has a monopoly on cot- 
ton, aS so aptly expressed in a New 
Orleans newspaper.” 

“*The southern states of this coun- 
try produce the only cotton that will 
meet every spinning test and textile 
requirement,’ said a mill owner tu 
the southwide cotton council. 

“‘*In other words, the south has a 
monopoly—the richest, potentially, 
which any group has ever enjoyed. 
That the cotton farmer is not indus- 
trial master of modern economic life 
is a reflection upon the management 
of cotton production and cotton mar- 
keting which we have practiced. 


Small Group Prospers. 


“*A comparatively small group of 
shrewd men get wealth through the 
fluctions of prices due to artificial 
conditions. The rank and file of 
southern industry and the producer 
of the cotton have not yet awakaned 
to the possibilities of this crop. Egypt, 
India, Mexico, and an area in South 
America, produce cotton. But the 
staple from these countries does not 
have all the spinning qualities pos- 
sessed by our cottons. 


_ ““‘Nature has placed in the south 
incalculable wealth locked up in the 
problem of the economical production 
an marketing of cotton. Releasing 
this potential treasure is a job wor- 
thy of our best efforts. At present 
the laws of supply and demand are 
restricted if not stifled in their op- 
eration by speculation, by tricky jug- 
gling of carry-over figures, and by 
other “market” practices. 


“After all the problem of cotton 
prices touches all of us—not merely 
the farmer. The new south will in 
large measure depend upon the new 
attitude toward cotton. 

“Cotton spinners are entirely de- 
pendent on the south’s cotton. The 
south is the only region. of the world 
where cotton can be grown of a char- 
‘acter needed by and sufficient for the 
spinner, 

“But while the south: has a monop- 


oly, it is now not in position to take 
advantage of it. It is a monopoly 
in theory only, not in practice. While 
the south is the only country in the 
world producing the right kind of 
cotton, it does not control the cotton 
in a manner enabling it to dictate the 
price. 
Few Buyers; Many Sellers. 
“First: Over 2,000,000 sellers of 


cotton are confronted by very few 
buyers. 

“Second : The cotton farmer is 
not trained in commercial usages, 
while the buying of cotton is a very 
concentrated and well organized busi- 
ness institution, handled by men giv- / 
ing their entire time, their brains and 
all their efforts to the marketing of 
cotton, 

“To enjoy its monopoly, the grow- 

ers should dictate the price. When 
one has a monopoly, he names the 
price of his commodity, limited only 
to the needs of consumption. 
_ “The limit of the value of cotton 
is the price that cotton converted into 
cloth will sell to the ultimate con- 
sumer. 

“It is known, and well established, 
that the cotton spinner is more pros- 
perous with high price, than with low 
price cotton, provided the price is 
within reach of the consumer. , 

“No one is more interested in the 
price of cotton than the cotton farm- 
er and the cotton spinner; hence, 
these two interests have to work to- 
gether. The grower and the cotton 
spinner absolutely require price sta- 
bility. 

20-Cent Cotton. 


“As far as the cotton spinner and 
the consumer of cotton cloth are con- 
cerned, cotton need never be below 
20c a pound. When once this mini- 
mum price is established, the cotton 
grower and all the varied interests of 
the south will know, at the time cot- 
ton is planted, that cotton will ‘not 
sell below 20 cents a pound. 


“The cotton grower always has to 
contend with the uncertainties of 
weather and other conditions. Tn- 
til August or September, and some- 
times October, he does not know 
whether his efforts, his capital invest- 
ed, his whole dependence, will be re- 
warded, 


“Why should he he expected to take 
the hazard, the additjonal risk, of low 
prices for his cotton? 


“This uncertainty stares him now 
in the face. With the monopoly he 
has, he only needs to apply businesr 
principles and combination of interest 
—all of which are now in common 
practice in nearly all other business 
pursuits, 


What Is the Remedy? 


“There has been sold in the past 
four or five years about eight per cent 
of all the cotton through cotton grow- 
ers’ organizations. To bring about a 
practical monopoly for the cotton 
grower, and enable him to fix the 
price for his cotton, and stabilize such 
prices, so there will be but very small 
fluctuations, he only needs ‘to sel] all 
his cotton—100 per cent—in place of 
the present eight per cent, through his 
own organizations. 

“In place of being over 2,000,000 
sellers of cotton, there will probably 
be 15 cotton. growers’ organizations 
throughout the south handling all the 
cotton. 


_“These cotton grower’s organiza- 
tions are to be governed by a central! 
organization, in as far only as the 
price basis of cofton is concerned. 

“This central body will be com- 
posed of, say: 


“An executive committee of seven 
members; 

“The presidents of all these cotton 
growers organizations: 

“One appointee of the governor of 
every cotton state; 

“The commissioners of agriculture 
of every cotton state; 

“One representative from each state 
for every 500,000 bales of cotton 
grown during the past season. 

“One representative of the bankers 
of each cotton state; and 

“Three representatives of the cot- 
ton spinners, 


Fixing the Price. 


“These men will sit around the 
table, and discuss the prevailing con- 
ditions, and fix a proper price. This 
price will govern all cotton grower's 
organizations during a period of time 
determined by the central body. 

“The financing of the cotton crop 
when handled and sold in the above 
manner, presents no difficulties. <A 
receipt for a bale of cotton from a 
licensed warehouse is the best collat- 
eral for bank loans. When the cotton 
farmer delivers his cotton to the cot- 
ton grower’s organizations, he will re- 
ceive, say, 60 to 75 per cent of the 
value, and the balance when it is sold. 

“Or, the farmer can ask for im- 
mediate sale, when he will at orice be 
paid in full, 

“The cotton grower’s organizations, 
in turn, borrow money from the 
banks, with warehouse receipts as col- 
lateral. 

“It requires no stretch of the 
imagination to calculate the immense 
benefits derived by the south, as soon 
as advantage is taken of. the monopoly 
it ‘possesses, Two hundred and fifty 
millions will probably be the mini- 
mum the south’s wealth will be en- 
banced each year. 

“The benefits accruing by controll- 
ing the price of cotton require only 
concerted effort to establish such a 
system. : 

“The thinking men of the south will 
lend their efforts and assistance to 
enlighten and educate the cotton grow- 
ers, and lead them to the goal of in- 
dependence and prosperity. 

“The south will then come into its 
own !”

Present rules of the League of Na- 
tions prevent the immediate reeléc- 
tion to the council of a non-perma- 
nent member of that body unfess it 
has been labeled eligible for such ac- 
tion at the start of its three-year 
term. 

One of the nations whose terms ex- 
pire in September is China and some 
league officials believe that she may 
request the privilege of reeligibility 
at the meeting next month.

In 1925 the American S-48 ground- 
ed off Portsmouth, N. W., in a snow- 
storfh and in the same month the S-19 
grounded off Cape Cod, but both were 
floated without loss of life. 

In 1925 the American submarine 
3-48, which had been raised and re- 
conditioned after she had plunged to 
the bottom off Bridgeport, Conn., De- 
cember 7, 1921, grounded off Ports- 
mouth, N. H., but the crew and craft 
were saved. In the same year the 
S-48, which had been raised and re- 
floated without loss of life. 

An explosion aboard the E-2 in the 
Brooklyn navy yard in 1916 killed 
four men and injured many others, 
and in 1926 an explosion in the S-49 
at New London, Conn., killed three 
men and injured nine others.

HOOVER GETS NEW 
POLITICAL ANGLES 


Stanford University, Calif., August 
7.—(/)—Splitting up his time between 
recreation and political conferences, 
Herbert Hoover today got some new 
angles on the political outlook and 
some more reassuring reports on the 
outcome in Nevember. , 

Soon after breakfast the republican 
presidential nominee left his home 
with a few friends for a long automo- 
bile ride in the Santa Clara valley. 
Returning for a late lunch he saw a 
number of visitors, including republic- 
han leaderé in several states, an editor, 
and several business men. Jolin 
Knight, republican leader in the New 
York state senate, the first of his 
callers, predicted that Hoover would 
earry Alfred BE. Smith’s home state 
by a substantial majority and also 
stated that the country would elect 
Hoover, 

“IT do not think. the time has come 
when the people will ele@t Smith presi- 
dent,” he said, adding that he based 
this upon the personalities of the two 
men and upon his own belief that a 
majority of *the voters regarded Hoo- 


j ver as the main of greater ‘qualifica- 


tions for the job. | 
“Mr. Hoover is a man of great con- 
structive experience,” he said. “On 
the other hand Governor Smith has 
had no business experience except that 
he has obtained in office holding.

Proceeds of the sale of the cotton 
will be turned into the campaign fund 
of Governor Alfred E. Smith. The 
bale, weighing 430 pounds, brought 
$180.60, at 42 cents a pound, on the 
Atlanta Commercial exchange Tues- 
day. It was grown by C. O. Smith, 
of Moultrie, Ga., and was bid in for 
the exchange by T. W. Tift, presi- 
dent of the exchange. 

In sending his first bale here, the 
grower changed a custom of long 
standing, the first bale of cotton of the 
state usually being sold in Savannah. 
The bale arrived in the offices of the 
Atlanta exchange Tuesday morning at 
9 o'clock. Officials there decided to 
divert it from regular channels, and 
to use it in an unusual publicity. stunt 
to attraet attention to the Atlanta 
market. ™ 

Under the leadership of T. W. Tift, 
president of the Atlanta exchange and 
head of the Piedmont Cotton mill, a 
movement was started to have the cot- 
ton*shipped to New York and present- 
ed as a Georgia gift to the Al Smith 
campaign fund. Arrangements were 
made with Doug Davis, Candler field 
pilot, to have the bale carried to New 
York by airplane, so that it would be 
the first to reach the market there.

VETO OF COOLIDGE 
WILL BE AGIIVE 


Superior, Wis., August 7.—(?)— 
President Coolidge is determined to 
fight for economy more strenuously 
than even at the coming session of 
congress, exercisiag his veto preroga- 
tive unsparingly on all appropriation 
bills which shall appear to him super- 
fluous. 

Mr. Coolidge is mindful of the ap- 
propriations which have already been 
made by congress for the current fis- 
cal years. He also believes that the 
tax cut passed at the last session will 
not result, as was the case with pre-| 
vious reductions, in larger govern- 
ment revenues. The result of these 
two facters was shown him by Briga- 
dier General H. M. Lord, director of 
the budget, to point to’a possible defi- 
cit of about $100,000,000. 

Hold Down Expenses. 

For this reason President Coolidge 
will hold down further expenditures 
to a minimum. He believes, however, 
that business conditions in the coun- 
try are good and th@t since taxation 
is now apportioned in a manner to 
respond directly to the general pros- 
perity of the nation, treasury receipts 
will be sufficient to wipe out any 
possible deficit. 

President Coolidge feels that the 
recent tax reduction will not cause 
larger treasury receipts because it 
did not affect in its main provisions 
those taxes whose removal would vi- 
tally stimulate business and com- 
merce. Corporation tax earnings, he 
believes, will be virtually unchanged 
and will only be influenced indirectly 
by the reduction of corporation tax. 

Depend on Prosperity, 

The tax cut, further, left un- 
changed taxes dealing» with capital in- 
creases or transfers and therefore will 
not greatly stimulate more business. 
Mr. Coolidge believes. Increases or 
decreases in revenue will be practi- 
cally entirely dependent, he thinks, 
on the degree of the country’s pros- 
perity. 

Indications that President Coolidge 
would not leave his summer residence 
until at least the second week in Sep- 
tember were seen in arrangements 
now being tentatively made to keep 
the summer executive offices in 
operation until after the date sched- 
uled for the opening of the high 
school in which they are located. 

The school is supposed to open 
again immediately after Labor day. 
White house attaches have been con- 
sulting with the school authorities as 
to whether the opening date could be 
postponed for a week or two. It is 
believed here that the chief executive 
is planning to stay at Cedar Island 
lodge until about September 11 or 12, 
thus returning to Washington about

the Radio Corporation of America in 
order to monopolize the radio indus- 
try, have entered a vigorous denial of 
almost all the allegations made against 
them by Edward L. Smith, counsel for 
the federal trade commission, 

Their reply to the long series of 
eharges in Mr. Smith’s brief, filed 
three weeks ago, was deilvered by a 
personal messenger from New York 
city today. It answers in exhaustive 
detail Mr. Smith’s charges of monop- 
oly and violations of the anti-trust 
laws, defamation and bludgeoning of 
competitors, harsh contracts and op- 
pressive litigation, spying in rival 
plants and the exacting of “outrageous 
prices.” 

The defense also. reiterates its 
claim, denounced in Mr. Smith’s brief, 
that “the radio corporation was form- 
ed because the federal government, 
speaking through the navy department, 
asked it and almost commanded it.” 
President Wilson in writing designat- 
ed the late Admiral W. H. G. Bul- 
lard to supervise and participate in 
the cross-licensing of patents leading 
to the formation of the R. C. A, 
according to the defense brief. 

Out of the maze of detail in this 
government. proceeding, upon whose 
outcome the very life of the R. C. A. 
depends, the issue of fact stands clear- 
ly. The entire case rests upon a de- 
termination by the federal trade com- 
mission whether the concerns in the 
combination were formerly and are 
now self-sufficient enough to conduct 
competitive radio enterprises—either 
in the fields of set and tube manufac- 
ture, communication or broadcasting. 
The main contention of the concern 
is their oft-repeated claim that, far 
from restraining the growth of the 
radio art and industry, they combined 
to create what is virtually a new art 
and industry. Their counsel states 
that the “heart of the whole case” 
was revealed hy one of the commis- 
sioners during the oral argument, 
when he asked: 

“Could the respondents have oper- 
ated -with anything like the degree of 
efficiency with “which they are now 
operating in the absence of the cross- 
licensing ?” 

The government attorney’s brief 
carried a long recital of actual demon- 
stratioins of competitive and poten- 
tially competitive development in the 
history of radio. Three-fourths of the 
reply brief is devoted to specific de- 
nials, the respondent companies show- 
ing that the separately held and often 
disputed patents found each inade- 
quately equipped to conduct a profit- 
able radio business alone without the 
aid of the others. 

The respondents, in their brief, ex- 
plain that the things Mr. Smith de- 
scribes as having been done experi- 
mentally and physically were never 
done lawfully and on a commercial 
basis. They claim that even such ex-

SCIENTISTS MEASURE (KANSAS CITY’ BANDIT 


SPEED OF ELECTRICITY 


Schenectady, N. Y., August 7.—(?) 
The fellow who said he was so fast 
he could switch out the light and be 
abed asleep before the room was 
dark may now know just how fast 
he needs to work to beat electricity. 
He has about five ten millionths of a 
second. 

The. gauge of this. speed was dis- 
closed today in the announcement by 


the General Electric comnany of the 
first close-up photo ever taken of 
“wild” lightning—that is, natural as 
distinguished from  laboratory-made 
lightning. 

The picture was taken July 27 at 
Lake Wallenpaupack, Pa., by an. au- 
tomatic cathode ray oscillograph, a 
high speed camera developed in the 
company’s general engineering labora- 
tory and said by its engineers to re- 
cord happenings in a fraction of one- 
millionth of a second. It was install- 
ed in the high voltage transmission 
wire of the Pennsylvania Power and 
Light company as part of tests of the 
effects of lightuing on a high voltage 
wire, 

The camera showed the time from 
the hit until the voltage from the im- 
pact reached its maximum as five ten- 
millionths of a second. This maximum 
voltage was 1,500,000. Immediately 
after this, some sort of an inductive 
disturbance shot the voltage to 2,500,- 
000 and dropped it again to about 
1,500,000 all in about one ten-million- 
th of a second. From the first impact 
until all effects of the bolt disap- 
peared from the camera’s eye forty 
ten-millionths of a second elapsed. 


SCHOOL ENTRANCE 
RULES OUTLINED 
FOR NEW PUPILS 


In answer to numerous inquiries 
from parents of prospective new stu- 
dents of Atlanta public schools for 
the coming year, Dr. Willis A. Sut- 
ton has outlined a few simple instruc- 
tions necessary for entrance into the 
schools. 

The first step is that the child 
must be vaccinated, which will be 
done without cost by city physicians 
at the city hall each day with the ex- 
ception of Saturdays and holidays, be- 
tween the hours of 9 and 11 o'clock 
each morning and 2 and 4 o’clock each 
afternoon. Following vaccination the 
child should be taken to the school 
administration building, corner of 
Walker and Haynes streets, where 
registration for entrance is handled. 
The registration office is open from 
8:15 to 4:30 o'clock each day, except 
Saturday afternoon. 

In case the child has already been 
vaccinated the parents may secure a 
health certificate from the city health 
department or from the administra- 
tion office. 

These rules apply only to rew stu- 
dents. Those who attended the At- 
lanta public school last year received 
a ticket and report card the last se- 
mester of last term and it is only 
necessary to present this ticket at 
the school indicated when sehool opens 
on September 10.

Dr. Porohovshikoff, who _ repre- 
sented Russia in London as a com- 
missioner during the war and was 
living in that city at the time of the 
overthrow, of the czaristiec regime, re- 
cently moved to Atlanta from France. 
He is an uncle of Mrs. Hal David- 
son. Dr. Porohoyshikoff has been giv- 
ing lectures on various subjects of 
world-wide interest at Oglethorpe uni- 
versity and at the University of Geor- 
gia. 

Facistism and bolshevism are two 
examples of the highest despotism ex- 
ercised over two great nations in the 
history of our time, he told the Ro- 
tarians. “It is an extraordinary, an 
amazing fact, that such extreme 
despotism should be possible in our 
days, when liberty and representative 
government are realized to be as much 
the right of nations and individuals 
as bread and water.”

Before the season started it was 
freely admitted that some of the big 
games would be played at the Yankee 
stadium. No team in the American 
league was supposed to have as much 


chance against the Yankees as a cart 

horse would have against Man O’ War. 

In the National league the general 

favorites were Pittsburgh and Chicago. 
Laughs It Off. 

It could be seen early in the season 
that the Pittsburgh elub was a bad 
bet. But the Yankees started out in 
their usual galloping style. They got 
so far ahead that they occasioned 
much indignation in other major league 
cities. It was suggested that Colonel 
Ruppert might sell some of his stars 
to even up the race and save the 
game from disaster. The good colonel 
greeted this idea with such loud and 
hearty laughter that it became evident 
there was no hope of making him sce 
the seriousness of the situation. But 
it also was evident that something had 
to be done about it. 

Aid came from an unexpected quar- 
ter. Connie Mack benched a few of 
the grentest stars of baseball history. 
Stuck a young, slugging catcher on 
third base and scattered other young- 
sters around the landscape generally, 
As a result of these alterations in 
the machinery, Mack’s machine began 
to run like the famens rocket car on 
rails. It is true that the rocket car 
ended its run by blowing up, but Con- 
nie’s machine has so far refrained from 
doing anything of the sort. 

All this speed would not have mat- 
tered so much if the Yankees had not 
selected the same time to slow down. 
The result has been the promise of a 
good race where only a walkaway was 
expected. Colonel Ruppert has not 
laughed in some days and Miller Hug- 
gins has aged visibly. 

Many explanations have been ad- 
vanced for the failure of the Yankees 
to keep their head. But few of these 
are satisfactory. It scarcely may be 
said tbat they followed the example 
of our Olympic athletes and ate them- 
selves into a soggy condition. In this 
connection we may pause a moment to 
say.that it may be just as well our 
Amsterdam athletes didn’t win any 
more olive leaves. ‘They probably 
would have made them inte a salad 
and have eaten them with Hollen- 
daise sauce. 

It’s Not the Diet. 

But a ball player, from the moment 
the club begins paying the dining’ room 
checks, always eats as much as he 
can and, if this produced a bad ef- 
fect, all the clubs would be in a 
slump. It was not until Babe Ruth 
started eating outside of meal hours 
on his own money and cleaned up a 
few hot dog stands, ice cream par- 
lors and chop suey palaces that he 
developed the magnificent stomach 
which caused all baseball to writhe. 
No, the Yankees’ deficiencies certain- 
ly are not dune to diet. 

There is a suspicion that the slump 
of the New York club may possibly 
be attributed to the failure of the 
pitchers to pitch, the fielders’ to 
field and the hitters to hit. Such a 
combination frequently produces un- 
desirahJe results. But I believe that 
their poor showing is due mainly to 
two things. One is that the Yankees 
are a team which refuses to take op- 
position too seriously. The boys fre- 
quently loaf along until they get their 
admirers in a state approaching nerv- 
ous prostration and then they go to 
work. 

The other reason they have not been 
going so well might be attributed to 
the absence of Tony Lazzeri. Tony 
seems to be the cement which holds 
that infield together and I believe 
that he has as much general influence 
on the performance of his comrades 
as has Ruth. The Yanks are a dlif- 
ferent team with Lazzeri missing. He 
never has received the credit he de- 
serves. 

The Yankees still are the best bet 
for the flag. Unless the Athletics 
take three out of those four games 
they have remaining with New York, 
and in New York, I cannot see that 
they will accomplish anything beyond 
having made a sensational and gallant 
effort. But there never is any telling 
what an ambitious and fiery outfit 
may accomplish. The Mackmen. have 
a chance and those fine, stout-hearted, 
fighting youngsters may be expected 
to do their stuff right up to the finish 
line.

He had 
speed, territic punching power and 
above all the spirit of human destruc- 
tion. And he was as hard as iron. 

The Tunney of the Yankee stadium 
was one of the most efficient of all 
the ‘fighting machines—possibly the 
most efficient. He had fine boxing 
skill, plenty of speed, a cutting or 
jarring crack with either hand, a cool 
head and a stout heart. 

He could box and hit and protect 
himself. Corbett may have been a bet- 
ter boxer—probably was—but Tunney 


Dempsey might have broken through 
Tunney’s guard by the sheer power 
and savagery of his attack. But when 
he ran into one of those cutting lefts, 
took a hard right over the heart and 
foynd his arms tied up it wouldn't 
have’ been another Willard. 

Tunney is a far better boxer, of- 
than Demp- 
sey ever was. Far and away. He is 
a far better fighter than Dempsey 
ever met while in his prime—much 
better than the Gibbons of. Shelby, 
who traveled 15 rounds against 
Dempsey when Jack was just 28 years 
old. Bill Brennan traveled 11 rounds 
against Dempsey only a year of two 
after the Toledo party. Brennan was 
no Tunney, and any one letting the 
Tunney of July 26, 1928, stick around 
for 11 rounds would have to think 
about remodeling his face. Dempsey 
was the far more spectacular and dra- 
matic fighter. Tunney was the more 
efficient on a general average that 
makes up attack and defense. Demp- 
sey had the heavier guns, but Tunney 
had the greater number and the great- 
er variety. It would «have been ma- 
chine gun and field artillery against 
heavy artillery. Both have always had 
their share of courage and durability 
and stamina. You can make your own 
guess. Nobody knows, and nobody ever 
will. Which is about the only answer. 
You ean pile up enough evidence on 
either side to win 10 arguments—and 
still get nowhere. 


Two of the Best. 


In so far as Dempsey and Tunney 
are concerned, they must be listed as 

9 of the best of all time—each in 

s way and fashion, Dempsey still re- 
mains the greatest assaulting machine 
of the ring, the greatest combination 
of desperate charging and heavy two- 
handed hitting. 
Tunney must take his place among 
those at the top of all-around ring 
ability. He had almost no weakness at 
his best. He wasn’t a slugger, but he 
could hit hard enough and _ often 
; | enough to do a lot of damage, and that 
‘| happens to be the main object of any 
fight, boxing match or what you may 
eall it. He had no sudden ending in 
either big paw, as Dempsey had, but 
those sudden endings have to land 
first. 

Tunney had all the best of the de-. 
fensive side. He was a great defensive 
boxer—while Dempsey thought only 
in terms of attack—trading you one 
for three or four. 

Dempsey meant action, excitement,

tive today in checking speculation for 
the advance on the New York stock 
exchange. The reaction set in after 
an opening rally in which a number 
of issues were lifted to new high re- 
cords. A flurry of buying in the mail 
order shares brought about a partial 
recovery in the last few minutes of 
trading, but final quotations were 
irregularly lower, with a number of 
losses running from 1 to 6 points. 

Call money renewed unchanged at 6 
per cent, but the rate was advanced 
to 61-2 and thence to 7 as banks 
called. $30,000,000 in loans. 

Comes As Surprise. 


Wall street apparently was taken 
by surprise by this sudden stiffening 
in rates, but banking authorities indi- 
cated such fluctuations were normal 
at this time, and that easier conditions 
probably would prevail from the 10th 
to the 25th when the month-end de- 
mands begin to make themselves felt. 
Time money and commercial paper 
rates held firm. 

The recent improvement in growing 
crops was advanced by Wall street to- 
day as another “bull” factor to help 
explain the recent rise in stock prices. 
It was pointed out that big crops in- 
variably foreshadow high industrial 


activity and increased purchasing 
power. Commodity prices, however, 
continued to decline, wheat dropping 
about 2 cents a bushel,- while cotton 
yielded 20 to 50 cents a bale. 

Steel Ingots Increase. 

One of the most interesting business 
developments of the day was the pub- 
lication of the menthly steel ingot re- 
port of the American Iron & Steel in- 
stitute showing record-breaking pro- 
duction of 28,604,456 tons in the first 
seven months, as against 27,011,522 in 
the corresponding period last year. 
July output was 3,811,573 tons and 
larger than June, whereas July pro- 
duction of 3,204,135 tons in 1927 was 
smaller than the month before, indi- 
cating that the eurrent trend was up- 
ward as contrasted with the down- 
ward trend at this time last year. 

Ojl shares ran into profit-taking to- 
day after the brisk advance based on 
expanding earnings and higher gaso- 
line prices. The Standard Oil com- 
pany of Nebraska declared an extra 
dividend of 25 cents today. Some of 
the selling in the oils may have been 
influenced by private estimates of an 
increase in crude. production last 
week, and the reported discovery of 
new fields in Texas and California. 


Motors Reactionary. 


Motors also turned reactionary witb 
General Motors dropping from 193 1-8 
to 187 1-4 on a revival of rumors that 
no extra dividend would be declared 
at Thursday’s meeting. Moatgomery- 
Ward again showed special strength, 
running up more than § points to a 
new ¥E., record at 1971-4 and then 
easing to 195. Sears-Roebuck touched 
a new top at 128.

New York, August 7.—(P)—A ris- 
ing curb market was nipped by an in- 
crease in the call loan rate to 7 per 
cent today, and many stocks that had 
been in early demand were sold 
heavily.

NEW YORK JOURNAL. 


New York, August 7.—Stocks ran into 
heavy selling today following a further burst 
of strength early.

New York, August 7.—Tight money came 
as a surprise to the market today for the 
street had just about persuaded itself that 
there would be no scarcity of call funds 
until September with the result that the 
market underwent an abrupt reversal and 
reacted sharply. . 

Heavy trading in. oils was the feature 
while the advance was in progress. It re- 
flected the growing opinion in the street 
that petroleum stocks deserve a better rat-® 
ing than they have had in recent months. 
There is no doubt that at least oil refiners 
and distributors are enjoying better profits 
than in a long time. 


NEW YORK EVENING POST. 

New York, August 7.—Naturally prosper- 
ity for the farmer means greater volume 
of business for the leading mail order houses. 
This perhaps explains aggressive demand in 
these shares and they have continued today 
in the face of the general reaction following 
advance in money rates. Sears-Roebuck was 
heavily bought at new record levels, and 
Montgomery Ward had a smart upturn, get- 
ting close to its peak before meeting offer- 
ings of consequence. Harvester and Rumely 
rose sharply.
